1000,000 Texas 
motor vehicles 
have yet to receive their 1959 
safety Inspection sticker. 
In 
urging 
motorists 
to 
“do 
their safety shopping early” and 
avoid the rush at the 4,400 in­ 
spection stations, the safety de­ 
partment warned that those who 
fail to do so will be subject to 
traffic summons after April 15. 
The average cost of the safety In­ 
spection since the program began 
six years ago is $1.19 for needed 
repairs and $1 for the inspection 
fee. 


The inspection stations check 
such 
items 
as 
brakes, 
lights, 
horns, 
mirrors 
and 
windshield 
wipers, and have found that 39 
per cent of the 
vehicles have 
needed some adjustment or re­ 
pair. 
Colonel

said this Is an Improvement over 
the geenral condition of motor 
vehicles six year* ago when the

began.

that time more than 50 per cent 
needed repairs. 
’’We hope that owners of motor 
vehicles will take advantage of 
the inspection facilities now and 
avoid the inconveniences of wait­ 
ing In line as the April 15 dead­ 
line approaches,” Colonel Garri­ 
son said.
